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G.S.R, 191(E), —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 26 of the Delhi Urban Art Commission Act, 1973 (1 of 1974) read with 
clauses (a), (b) and (h) of sub-section (2) of that section, the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1, Short title and commencement, —(1) These rules may be called the Delhi 
Urban Art Commission (Terms and Conditions of Service) Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of May, 1974. 


2. Definitions,—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires. 

(a) “Act” means the Delhi Unban Art Commission Act, 1973 (1 of 1974); 

(b) "Chairman'' and “Member” mean respectively the Chairman and Mem¬ 

ber of the Commission appointed under section 4 of the Act; 

(c) “Commission’’ means the Delhi Urban Art Commission established 

under section 3 of the Act; 

(d) ‘Secretary” means the secretary of the Commission appointed under 

sub-section (1) of section 9 of the Aot. 

3. Salaries, Allowances and other Conditions of Service of whole time Mem¬ 
bers. —(1) A whole time Chairman shall draw a fixed monthly salary of Rs. 3,000 
and a whole time member shall draw salary in the scale of Rs. 3,500—125/2— 
2,750. 

(2) The other terms and conditions of service shall be the same as applicable 
to a Grade I Officer of the Central Government under the Fundamental and 
Supplementary Rules, 

4. Remuneration of part time Chairman ana Members.— (1) A part time 
Chairman or member of the Commission resident in Delhi shall be paid an 
allowance at the rate of Rs. 50 per day for each day or days of the actual 
meetings of the Commission; and 

(2) A part time Chairman or member of the Commission, not resident in 
Delhi, shall he entitled to an* allowance of Rs, 75 per day (inclusive of dally 
allowance) for each day or days of the actual meetings of the Commission, and 
also to travelling allowance at such rate as is admissible to a Grade I Officer of 
the Central Government under the Supplementary Rules. 

5. Terms and Conditions of service of the Secretary. —(1) The Secretary of 
the Commission shall draw a salary in the scale of Rs. 2,000—125—2,250. 

(2) In respect of other terms and condition^ of service, he shall be governed 
by the rules applicable to a Grade I officer of the Central Government under the 
Fundamental and Supplementary Rules. 

0. Creation or abolition of and appointment to the other posts in the Com¬ 
mission. — (1) No post shall be created or abolished in the Commission without 
the prior approval of the Central Government. 

(2) No appointment to a post the maximum of the scale of which is Rs, 1,000 
or above shell be made by the Commission without the prior approval of the 
Central Government. 


(3) Appointments to other posts may be made subject to such terms and con¬ 
ditions as may be determined by regulations made by the Commission.

—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 2(J of the Delhi Urban Art Commission Act, 1973 (1 of 1974) read with clause 
(g) of sub-section; (2) of that section, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) These rules may be called the Delhi 
Urban Art Commission (Conditions of Exemption) Rules. 1974. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the 1st day of May, 1974. 

2. Definitions.— In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires; 

(a) “Act” means the Delhi Urban Art Commission Act, 1973 (1 of 1974); 

(b) “Commission” means the Delhi Urban. Art Commission established 

under section 3i of the Act. 

3. Conditions of Exemption, —The buildings building operations or engineering 
operations which have been designed as a result of an architectural competition 
recognised by the Indian Institute of Architects shall be exempt from the purview 
of sub-section (2) of section 11 and section 12 of the Act; 

Provided that the following conditions are fulfilled, namely.— 

(1) the Commission shall be consulted before the rules, programme and 
criteria of judgement are finalised, so that the Commission’s point 
of view is fully reflected in the Design programme of the Competition; 
and 

(ii) that the Secretary of the Commission is included as an ex-officio mem¬ 
ber of the jury appointed to select the prize winning design. 

Provided further that if isuch a prize-winning design undergoes modification 
at the request of the user before construction ivj actually undertaken, 
such a building, building operation or engineering operation shall not 
be exempt from the provisions of the said sections.

Urban Art Commission (Budget and Finance) Rules. 1974, 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of May, 1974. 

2. Definitions.—In these Rules, unless the context otherwise requires; • 

(a) “Act” means the Delhi Urban Art Commission Act, 1973 (1 of 1974); 

(b) “Commission” means the Delhi Urban Art Commission established 
under section 3 of the Act; 

(c) “Government” means the Central Government; 

id) “Schedule” means the Schedule appended to these rules; 

(e) “Secretary” means Secretary to the Commission; 

(f) “Year” means the Financial year beginning on the 1st day of April and 

ending on the 31st day of March following. 

3. Form of Budget Estimates,—(1) The budget in respect of the year next 
ensuing showing the estimated receipts and expenditure of the Commission shall 
bd prepared in Schedules I, II, III and IV and submitted to the Government. 

(2) The estimated receipts and expenditure shall be accompanied by the revised 
budget estimates for the current year, 

(3) The budget shall be based on the account heads given in the Appendix to 
these rules. 

4. Submission of budget estimates to the Commission;—(1) The budget esti¬ 
mates as compiled in accordance with rule 3 shall be placed by the Secretary before 
the Commission by the 5th of October each year for approval. 

(2) After approval of the budget estimates by the Commission, four copies of 
the final copy of the budget incorporating therein such modifications as have 
been decided upon by the Commission, with copies of the Schedules shall be 
submitted to the Government by the 15th of October. 

5. Estimates of establishment expenditure and fixed recurring charges.—(l) 

The estimates of expenditure on fixed establishment as well as fixed monthly 
recurring charges on account of rent, allowances etc. shall provide for the gross 
sanctioned pay without deductions of any kind. 

(2) To the estimates referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be added a suitable 
provision for leave salary based on past experience with due regard to the 
intention of the members of the staff in regard to leave as far as the same can 
be ascertained. 

(3) If experience indicates that the total provision for fixed charges referred 
to in sub-rules (1) and (2) Is likely to exceed, a suitable lump deduction shall 
be made from the total amount available. 

6. Reappropriations and emergent expenditure.—No expenditure which is not 
covered by a provision in the sanctioned budget estimates, or which is likely to 
cause excess over the amount provided under any head, shall be incurred by the 
Commission without provision being made by reappropriation from some other 
head under which savings are firmly established and available. 

7. Power to incur expenditure.—The Commission shall incur expenditure out 
of the funds received by it in accordance with the instructions laid down under 
the General Financial Rules of the Government and other Instructions issued by 
the Government from time to time. 

8. Operation of fund of the Commission.—The fund of the Commission shall 
be operated by the Secretary of the Commission or in his absence by any other 
officer of the Commission who may, subject to the approval of the Govern¬ 
ment, be so empowered by the Commission. 

9. Special provision relating to the budget for 1974-75.—The 1 budget for the 
year 1974-75 shall be prepared and sent to the Government within one month of 
thd setting up of the Commission and these rules shall apply mutatis mutandis, 
so 1 far as may be applicable.
